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MARKET  REVIEW 

Deliveries  of  sugar  for  U.  S.  consumption  through  April  14,  1962 
amounted  to  2,376,000  tons  or  35,000  tons  more  than  for  the  same 
period  last  year.  Heavy  deliveries  during  the  last  week  of  March  in  ad- 
vance of  price  increases  finally  brought  1962  deliveries  to  a  higher  level 
than  those  during  1961  . 

The  Secretary's  action  of  April  13,  raising  1962  consumption  require- 
ments from  9,500,000  tons  to  9,700,000  and  the  action  of  April  20  au- 
thorizing the  purchase  and  importation  of  29,  590  tons  of  non-quota  sugar 
had  the  effect  of  increasing  the  quantity  that  may  be  imported  or  market- 
ed during  the  first  six  months  of  1962  by  100,000  tons. 

The  marketing  quota  for  the  domestic  beet  industry  was  increased  by 
30,231  tons  to  a  total  of  1 , 063,  162  tons  for  delivery  during  January- June 
1962.  During  the  same  period  last  year  domestic  beet  sugar  marketings 
were  1 , 174,  000  tons  or  111,000  tons  more  than  the  1962  quota  .-Through 
April  14beet  sugar  deliveries  weredown  55,000  tons  from  those  of  last 
year  and  from  April  15  through  June  30,  1962  the  unused  portion  of  the 
quota  would  allow  for  deliveries  about  55,000  tons  below  those  for- the 
same  period  last  year. 

Refiners'  deliveries  through  April  14  were  112,000  tons  greater  than 
during  the  same  period  last  year.  It  is  expected  that  refiners'  supplies, 
currently  authorized  and  available,  will  be  sufficient  to  enable  them  to 
deliver  125,000  tons  more  during  the  balance  of  the  first  half  of  1962 
than  they  delivered  in  the  same  period  of  1961  with  quota  stocks  at  about 
the  same  level  as  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  which  was  about  40,000 
tons  more  than  those  held  on  June  30,  1961  . 

On  April  16  the  spot  price  for  bulk  raw  sugar,  duty  paid,  New  York 
returned  to  the  level  of  6.45  cents  per  pound  that  had  prevailed  since 
March  20  except  for  six  trading  days  (April  6-13)  when  it  had  been  6.46 
and  6. 47  cents  per  pound.  On  April  19  the  spot  price  was  down  0.02  cent 
to6.43  cents.  From  January  1  through  April  19,  1962  the  spot  price  has 
averaged  6.43  cents  per  pound  or  0.12  cent  higher  than  for  the  same 
period  last  year  . 
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Wholesale  prices  for  refined  sugar  in  100  pound  bags  were  increased  on 
April  2  in  all  territories  except  the  Pacific -Northwest  where  a  0.10  cent 
increase  for  both  beet  and  cane  sugar  was  effective  on  April  10  .  An 
additional  0  . 10  cent  price  increase  for  both  beet  and  cane  sugar  in  the 
Chicago- West  territory  was  announced  to  be  effective  on  April  11.  As 
of  April  19  the  basis  wholesale  prices  for  refined  cane  sugar  were  9-60 
cents  per  pound  in  the  Northeast,  9.35  cents  in  the  Southeast  and  9.10 
cents  in  the  Gulf.  In  the  Chicago-West  territory  the  quoted  price  for 
refined  cane  sugar  was  9.20  cents  and  for  beet  sugar  9.00  cents.  The 
direct  delivered  price,  including  prepay,  in  the  Chicago  switching  dis- 
trict was  9.60  and  9-20  cents  for  refined  cane  and  beet  sugar,  respec- 
tively. Eastern  beet  sugar  is  quoted  at  9.0  5  cents  per  pound.  Both  beet 
and  cane  sugar  are  quoted.a£  9.00  cents  per  pound  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
and  Intermountain  territories  except  that  cane  sugar  is  quoted  at  9.10 
cents  for  Intermountain. 

Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  through  April  15,  1962  totaled  623,000 
tons  96°  or  24,000  tons  below  production  to  the  same  date  last  year. 
Recovery  to  date  has  been  10.527  percent  as  compared  to  10.268  per- 
cent for  the  same  period  last  year.  Sugar  production  during  the  balance 
of  the  1961  crop  totaled  449,000  tons. 

At  the  end  of  February  1962  Hawaiian  sugar  production  exceeded  that  of 
1961  for  the  same  period  by  about  10,000  tons.  However,  at  the  end  of 
March  1962  Hawaiian  sugar  production  totaled  172,000  tons  or  12,000 
tons  less  than  that  of  last  year  at  the  end  of  March.  The  lower  rate  of 
production  during  March  1962  is  not  expected  to  affect  the  total  crop 
year  production. 

Florida  sugar  production  from  the  1961-62  crop  soon  to  be  completed 
will  total  slightly  less  than  200,000  tons,  raw  value,  a  25  percent  in- 
crease over  the  previous  crop  year's  production  of  160,000  tons. 

At  the  beginning  of  April  the  spot  quotation  for  world  sugar  was  2.85 
cents  per  pound  but  by  April  6  the  quotation  reached  2.70  cents  where 
it  remained  through AprtLi 8  but  onApril  19  was  down  0.05  cent  to  2.65 
cents  per  pound.  From  January  1  through  April  19,  1962  the  world  sugar 
spot  price  has  averaged  Z.  49  cents  per  pound  or  0  .  52  cent  less  than  for 
the  same  period  last  year. 
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The  first  estimate  of  European  sugar  beet  plantings  for  1962  by  F.  O 
Licht  published  on  April  15  was  as  follows:

The  indicated  increase  is  equivalent  to  about  398,000  acres  or  2.67 
percent . 


NEW  PEAKS  IN  FARM  VALUES  FOR  MAINLAND  SUGAR  CROPS 

Figures  1 ,  2  and  3 

Farmers  will  receive  about  one-fourth  more  for  1961  crop  sugar  beets 
than  for  any  crop  prior  to  1957.  Mainland  sugarcane  growers  received 
or  will  receive  one-fourth  more  for  their  1961  crop  than  the  highest 
previously  on  record. 

For  sugar  beets  the  value  of  the  1961  crop,  still  partly  estimated,  is 
only  a  little  greater  than  the  value  of  the  I960  crop  but  it  is  the  sixth  in 
an  unbroken  series  of  all-time  record  crop  values  .  The  average  value 
for  the  six  most  recent  crops  exceeds  the  previous  record,  1950,  by 
one-sixth.  The  first  five  of  these  record-value  crops  were  produced 
under  governmental  acreage  limitations.  Such  limitations  did  not  apply 
in  1961  although  production  from  acreage  planted  to  beets  was  near 
processing  capacity  of  existing  factories. 

Both  Louisiana  and  Florida  sugarcane  growers  realized  an  increase  of 
about  one-fourth  in  crop  values  in  the  one  year  interval  from  I960  to 
1961.  Governmental  acreage  restrictions  applied  to  neither  of  these 
crops  but  had  prevailed  for  the  crops  from  1954  through  1959.  For 
Louisiana,  the  I960  crop  value  had  been  just  a  little  smaller  than  the 
previous  highs  for  the  1950  and  1953  crops  but  higher  than  all  others  by

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MAINLAND  SUGARCANE  AREA  — FLORIDA:  FARM  VALUE, 
PRODUCTION,  AND  GROWERS' INCOME  PER  TON  OF  CANE 
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five  percent  or  more.  For  Florida,  the  I960  crop  value  was  slightly 
less  than  for  1959  but  the  two  averaged  about  8  percent  more  than  the 
previous  record  attained  in  1952. 

The  enactment  of  sugar  quota  legislation  in  1934  marked  a  distinct 
change  in  the  patterns  of  sugar  crop  values,  production  and.  income  per 
ton.  During  the  first  third  of  the  century,  crop  values  for  sugar  beets 
were  gradually  increasing,  with  one  sharp  detour  up-and-down  from 
1918  through  1920  and  a  tendency  to  level  out  after  1920  with  production 
increases  thereafter  barely  offsetting  declines  in  income  per  ton  of 
beets.  Louisiana  sugarcane,  battling  disease  and  freeze  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  century,    had  widely  fluctuating  crop  values,  generally 

declining  except  for  the  effect  of  1918-20  prices.  Production  otherwise 
was  the  dominant  factor,  falling  by  1926  to  less  than  one -fifth  of  the 
average  for  the  first  11  years  in  the  series.  Both  the  crop  values  and 
production  of  sugarcane  in  Louisiana  began  a  major  recovery  in  1928 
from  the  extreme  "cane  mosaic"  low.  In  that  same  year,  Florida  pro- 
duction was  initiated.  Thereafter,  both  Louisiana  recovery  and  Florida 
growth  were  rapid. 

Since  the  advent  of  sugar  quota  legislation  in  1934,  crop  values  for 
sugar  beets  and  for  sugarcane  in  both  cane  producing  states  show  sharp- 
ly increasing  trends.  Through  the  war  and  readjustment  years,  the 
increases  in  value  were  due  primarily  to  sharp  increases  in  income  per 
ton  of  beets  and  cane  as  prices  shifted  from  the  lower  pre-war  plateau 
to  a  higher  one  post-war.  Year-to-year  changes  in  income  per  ton  re- 
flect variations  in  the  sugar  containing  quality  of  the  crops  as  well  as 
changes  in  sugar  prices  and,  for  cane,  in  molasses  prices.  During  the 
most  recent  decade,  quality  and  price  (of  sugar  and  molasses)  appear  to 
have  contributed  about  equally  to  the  limited  changes  in  value  per  ton. 
Values  per  ton  varied  from  the  mid-points  of  the  10 -year  range  by  no 
#nore  than  about  5  percent  for  beets  and  by  a  smaller  percent  for  main- 
land cane  with  two.  exceptions  .  With  so  little  fluctuation  in  income  per 
ton  of  beets  and  cane  during  this  period,  the  trends  in  crop  values 
X&ther  faithfully  mirror  increasing  production. 
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ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1962  SUGAR  SUPPLIES  -- 
Continuation  of  Sequence  following  Sugar  Act 
Amendment  of  March  31,  1961 


The  amendment  to  the  Sugar  Act  of  March  31,  1961  and  the  Proclama- 
tions of  the  President  and  actions  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  re- 
lating to  sugar  supplies  subsequent  thereto  have  been  reproduced  in 
various  issues  of  Sugar  Reports.  Actions  pertinent  to  supplies  for  1962 
appear  in  Sugar  Reports  Nos  .  113,  116,  117  and  118  (September  and 
December  1961  and  January  and  February  1962).  The  final  actions  for 
1961  and  reference  to  earlier  actions  appear  in  Sugar  Reports  No.  114. 

Since  February  1962  four  such  actions  have  been  taken,  details  of 
which  are  shown  below: 

A.  Increase  of  149,000  Tons  of  Non-Quota  Sugar  Imports  Authorized: 
(April  2,  1962)   


Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  L.  Freeman,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  today  increased  by  149,000  tons  the  quantity  of 
non-quota  sugar  authorized  for  purchase  and  importation  during  the  first 
six  months  of  1962. 

The  quantities  authorized  by  today's  action  for  importation  from  indi- 
vidual foreign  countries  are  based  upon  proposals  to  purchase  United 
States  .agricultural  commodities  as  submitted  by  the  governments  of 
foreign  countries  to  the  General  Sales  Manager  of  the  Foreign  Agri- 
cultural Service  of  the  Department  following  an  announcement  of  Feb. 
12,  1962  (press  releases  USDA  552-62  and  725-62). 

Sugar  purchased  from  individual  foreign  countries  under  today's  action 
will  be  authorized  for  release  for  contumption  in  the  United  States  after 
the  governments  of  the  United  States  and  the  foreign  country  concerned 
have  approved  an  agreement  committing  the  foreign  country  in  accord- 
ance with  proposals  submitted  to  the  Department  between  Feb.  12  and 
March  12,  1962. 
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The  quantity  of  sugar  which  now  may  be  imported  or  marketed  within 
quotas  and  authorized  non-quota  purchase  sugar  allocations  for  the  first 
six  months  of  1962  is  4,724,895  short  tons,  raw  value.  The  quantities 
authorized  for  importation  from  individual  countries  by  today's  action 
and  the  quota  and  non-quota  purchase  allocations  for  the  six  months  end- 
ing June  30,  1962  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  11  . 

B.  Increase  of  25,105  Tons  of  Non-quota  Sugar  Imports  Authorized: 
(April  5,  1962)  


Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  L.  Freeman,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  today  increased  by  25,105  tons  the  quantity  of 
non-quota  sugar  authorized  for  purchase  and  importation  during  the  first 
six  months  of  1962. 

The  quantities  authorized  by  today's  action  for  importation  from  in- 
dividual foreign  countries  are  based  upon  consideration  of  countries 
located  in  the  Western  Hemisphere,  available  supplies  of  sugar,  pur- 
chases of  United  States  agricultural  commodities  and,  in  the  case  of  the 
Fiji  Islands,  a  proposal  submitted  to  the  Department  to  purchase  United 
States  surplus  agricultural  commodities. 

Sugar  purchased  from  the  Fiji  Islands  will  be  authorized  for  release  for 
consumption  in  the  United  States  after  the  respective  governments  have 
approved  an  agreement  regarding  the  purchase  of  United  States  agri- 
cultural commodities  . 

The  quantity  of  sugar  which  now  may  be  imported  or  marketed  within 
quotas  and  authorized  non-quota  purchase  sugar  allocations  for  the  first 
six  months  of  1962  is  4,750,000  short  tons,  raw  value.  The  quantities 
authorized  for  importation  from  individual  countries  by  today's  action 
and  the  quota  and  non-quota  purchase  sugar  allocations  for  the  six 
months  ending  June  30,  1962  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  12. 


C.    Increases  in  Sugar  Quotas  Announced:  (April  13,  1962) 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  L.  Freeman  today  announced  an  in- 
crease of  200,000  tons  in  the  estimate  of  total  sugar  requirements  for

With  this  increase  in  quotas,  the  quantity  of  sugar  which  now  may  be  im- 
ported    or     marketed   within   quotas    and    the     previously  authorized 
1 , 574, 622  tons  of  non-quota  purchase  sugar  is  4, 820 , 410  short  tons ,  raw 
value.    The  Statement  of  Bases  and  Considerations  accompanying  the 
quota  increase  announced  today  is  as  follows: 

Total  sugar  requirements  for  the  continental  United  States  for  the  calen- 
dar year  1962  were  established  at  9.500,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  in 
early  December  1961  .  Distribution  of  sugar  for  United  States  consump- 
tion in  1962  through  March  was  approximately  the  same  as  for  the  com- 
parable period  of  1961,  and  including  constructive  marketings  (sugar 
sold  before  the  end  of  the  year  for  delivery  during  the  first  two  months 
of  the  next  year),  physical  deliveries  of  sugar  in  the  first  quarter  were 
greater  this  year  than  last.  Although  substantial  quantities  of  sugar 
remain  within  quotas  and  non-quota  allocations,  inventories  of  refiners 
and  importers  on  March  31,  1962,  were  about  145,000  tons  less  than  a 
year  earlier.  Domestic  raw  sugar  prices  have  exhibited  strength  since 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  Heavier  seasonal  consumption  is  immediately 
ahead  and  uncertainties  associated  with  the  expiration  of  the  Sugar  Act 
as  of  June  30,  1962,  may  cause  refiners  to  carry  larger  than  normal 
stocks.  In  light  of  these  considerations,  the  total  sugar  requirements 
are  hereby  increased  to  9  ,  700  ,  000  tons  . 

Representatives  of  the  Hawaiian  Sugar  Industry  advised  that  Hawaii  could 
substantially  fill  the  previously  effective  quota  barring  an  extended 
interruption  of  shipments.  However  there  was  no  assurance  that  an  in- 
creased quota  could  be  handled,  accordingly,  the  quantity  by  which  the 
quota  for  Hawaii  is  herein  increased,  due  to  the  increased  sugar  re- 
quirements determination,  is  herein  prorated  to  other  domestic  areas 
pursuant  to  section  204(a)  of  the  Act. 

The  revised  quotas  and  direct-consumption  limitations  ,  together  with 
the  non-quota  purchase  sugar  previously  allocated,  are  shown  in  the 
table  on  page  14.

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D .  Increase  of  29  >  590  Tons  of  Non-Quota  Sugar  Imports  Authorized: 
(April  20  ,  1962) 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  L.  Freeman,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  today  increased  by  29,590  tons  the  quantity  of 
non-quota  sugar  authorized  for  purchase  and  importation  during  the  first 
six  months  of  1962. 

The  increase  in  the  quantity  of  authorized  non-quota  sugar  imports  from 
Mexico,  the  Dominican  Republic  and  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines 
represents  the  portion  of  the  increase  in  requirements  announced  April 
13,  1962  (press  release  USDA  1398-62)  that  was  withheld  from  Cuba, 
plus  small  reductions  in  the  allocations  for  Peru  and  Nicaragua.  The 
decreases  in  the  allocations  for  Peru  and  Nicaragua  are  equal  to  the 
quota  increases  for  those  two  countries  announced  April  13. 

Today's  decreases  were  made  to  conform  to  earlier  advice  from  each 
of  these  countries  as  to  the  maximum  quantity  of  sugar  which  itwould  be 
able  to  deliver  within  its  quota  and  non-quota  purchase  sugar  allocation. 

The  quantity  of  sugar  which  now  may  be  imported  or  marketed  within 
quotas  and  authorized  non-quota  purchase  sugar  allocations  for  the  first 
six  months  of  1962  is  4,850,000  short  tons,  raw  value.  The  quantities 
authorized  for  importation  from  individual  countries  by  today's  action 
and  the  total  quota  and  non-quota  purchase  sugar  allocations  for  the  six 
months  ending  June  30,  1962  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  16.

1.  March  1962  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption, 
847,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  about  251,000  tons 
from  February  1962  and  up  89,000  tons  from  March  1961.  January- 
March  1962  deliveries  2,  061,  000  short  tons  ,  raw  value  ,  up  30  ,  000  tons  , 
or  1  .  5  percent  from  same  1961  period.  Final  data  for  February  1962 
deliveries,  596/,  000  --  previously  published  preliminary  as  597,000 
tons . 

2.  Primary  distributors '  stocks  March  31,  1962  were  1,762,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  362,000  tons  from  a  year  earlier, 
and  down  212,000  tons  from  end  February  1962.  During  March  refin- 
ers' stocks  decreased  by  about  51 , 000  tons  and  beet  processors'  stocks 
by  about  162,000  tons;  importers  of  direct-consumption  sugar  stocks 
were  about  unchanged  and  mainland  sugarcane  processors'  stocks  in- 
creased by  about  1,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  1962  quotas  to  April  13,  1962  were  1,618,  765  short  tons, 
raw  value;  in  addition,  986,700  tons  of  non-quota  purchase  sugar  were 
authorized  for  entry,  for  a  total  of  the  two  of  2,605,465. 

4.  Regionally,  January-February  deliveries,  1962  as  compared  with 
1961,  were  down  to  all  regions,  ranging  between  0.4  percent  to  the 
Middle  Atlantic  region  and  7.6  percent  to  the  North  Central  region. 

5-  Fourth  quarter  1961  sugar  deliveries  to  industrial  buyers  were  9.9 
percent  larger  than  in  the  same  I960  quarter  and  to  non-industrial 
buyers  they  were  13.6  percent  larger .  For  calendar  year  1961  sugar 
deliveries  to  industrial  buyers  increased  4.5  percent  over  I960  and  to 
non-industrial  buyers  they  increased  3 .8  percent.  Deliveries  to  each 
specified  type  of  buyer  increased.
